The beantiful capital of the civilized world
ia about to be ruined, and the selfish and un- |
pitying governments of Europe will not raise
a finger to prevent this vandalism, Paris and
its innumerable art treasurea are to be sub-
jected to a terrible storm of destractive mis-
giles and fire, and no potent voice, no hand,
is raised to avert the oatastrophe, Whata |
blot this will be upon ths boasted civiliza.
tion of Furope! What a stain npon the his-
tory of the grest nations of Europe! The
monarchs and princes who have been the |
honored guests of glorious Paris and of the |
French Government and peopls stand with
folded arms coolly looking on this disgraceful
spectacie. The hundreds of thousands of
rulingMeading, and fashionable classes of
European nations who revelled in the refine-
went and luxury of the groat ovity are silent N
while destruction bangs over it, The world |
geems to forget what it owes to Paria for
science, arl, hiterature, and progress in civili-
zation. As little regard is paid to the doom
of this proud capital of the world and its
aplend'd monnments of art and science as the |
suvage tribes of Amerioa have for the burning
of u remote village in the far off prairies of
this country,

The war, on the part of Trussia, has be-
comé a war against civilization as well as
against republicanism.  Well may Bismarck
aud the liberal-minded Crown Prince of
Prussia hesitate about bombarding Paris, if
the report that they do so be true. General
Von Moltke, who looks at everything ina
striotly military point of view, and the stab.-
Lorn old King Willinm, may be in favor of
bombarding the city, as is reported but il is
reasopalile to believe a man of Bismarck's
far-seeing wind must fear the verdiot of his- |
tory and the enlightesed opinion of the |
world. It is natural, too, that a generous-
minded man like the Crown Prince shonld
slindder when he econtemplates the destruc-
tion of the heart and centre of the civilized
world. [If snch an act of wvandalism wonld
cloze the war, or were necessary to that
end, therse might be some exeuse for it
though hardly justifiable even then; but
the destruction or taking of Paris is no
more likely to lead to that resnlt than the
taking of Sedan or any other place. The
Government is not there, and if it were, the
captore of one government does not prevent
the formation of another, in the transition
condition France is in now. The capture of
the Emperor and flight of the Imperial re-
geney did not end the war. A provisional
government of defense, like the present one,
could be formed anywhere, and the French
pation would rally to it to the last. Although
the object of the Prussians may be to drive
the French to accept the humiliating terms
of peace they propose by relentless devasta-
tion, the destruction of Paris would arouse,
probably. the wholse nation to more deter-
mined resistance, We cannot see what the
Prussians wonld gain by bombarding Paris,
while we do think they wonld lose much by |
prolonging and intensifying the war and by |
the revulsion of pablic sentiment throughout |
the world at such an act. ,

Then look at the fearful destruction of |

hundreds of thousands of men slain or mnti-
lated—tbe flower of both France and Ger- |
many; at the nnmberless honseless and home- |
less innocent people who know not where to |
lay their heads or find a living; at the vine-
yards aud cultivation destroyed over a large |
area of Lhe most productive region, and at all
the other beartrending borrors of this terri-
ble war. And for what? For monarchical
awbition. The war was commenced for that
by Napoleon and urged on by his creatures |
and flatterers. Now that he is out of the '

way and the object attained which Prussia
took up arws for, as avowed by the Prussians
themselves, King William still continues the
war, It is no longer to defend Germany, bat
s aggressive and ambitions, The pretense
thatg Geriuany , isg fighting  for gnmrmtaea‘
of {oture peace can deceive no sensible men, \
Germany bas ample gunarautees in the suc-
cess of her arms and the wonderful power !
she heas developed. DBesides, there has ap- |

ed no reason to doubt that the I'rench
Government would accept terms, short of a
sweeping dismemberment of the nation, for
a treaty of permanent ce, It is prepared
to acoept sacrifices if the Pruossians be not
too exacting.

But while the belligerents appear unable to
solve the difficulty themselves theve is & way
to do this through the interposition or me-
diation of the rest of Europe. The great
powers—England, Russia, Austria, and Italy
—mnow could stop the war. And were France
not a republic they would probably have
taken energetic measures to that end before
this. Still we might snppose that the states.
men of these nations would see the futility of
registing the progressive ideas and intelli-
Eenee of the age—would see the folly of

ghting the republican sentiment which is

growing and spreading over the continent.
At least we might expeot they wonld, in the
interests of civilization nund for the sake of
hnmanity, make an effort to stop this dread-
ful effusion of blood. Of all the great
powers Fogland is most to Wlame for not
acting. Bhbe is more advanced in political
liberty and approsches nearer a frée govern-
ment., The masses of the English peeple
favor the French republic, and wish
their Government fo interpose to sto
the war. Had England recognized the Freuc
ropublie Prussia would probably have been
arrested in her devastating career. Iad she
called upon the other powers and protested
energetically against s continuance of this
war for the I:ﬁﬂﬂ‘ oconquest it wonld have
been closed, But, alas! the evil genius “of |
the British monarchy and y has in.
fluenced Mr. Gladstone sud his colleagues.
They have forgotten that friendship and |
entente cordiale which, bappily for hoth coun- ‘

twenty years, France, the warm and gene-

This was not loog in
coming, for the foolish Clown flew at once
into a passion, and fell headlong upon poor
unsnspecting Pantaloon, whom be belabored
in the following expressive langnage: —

“Mr. Tilton has the honotr to gay, in reply, that 5o

'The fact was that it was
only the renewal of an old hostility, The
Reverend Pantaloon Iulton some three years
ago was horror-struck one day on going into
Delmonico's at seeing "I'ilton not only gorg-
ing bhimself with a snwmptnons dinner, but
nctuelly washing it doWn with good red
wine, If the chalky apgarition whom he

sight. It got into the papers, and was a very
bad meal indeed for onr white-faced friend.
However, he bided his time, and when the
parafraph that we have quoted came out in
the fteligious Teleseope, he probably concluded
that his time had come, for he gave it back to
poor Pantzloon with compound interest, as
we have seen. He charged the Rev. Fualfon

Now the Rev, Fulton preaches at Tremont
Temple in Boston, and total abstinence is his
favorite text. His sheep of conrse were
thrown into the greatest commotion at this
attack upon their shepherd. They met
together in solemn council and resolved to
prosecnte Tilton for libel. Falton himself
took the first train to New York to confront
Tilton and his informant, who was said to be
a “‘wealthy and well-known merchant.” He
got very little satisfaction out of either, how-
ever, and on Saturday he returned to Boston,
carrying with him a great nnmber of vials of
wrath, These he uncorked on Sunday at the
Tewple. It is stated that he prayed for Til-
ton. This mnst have been a stunniog blow
for that unbappy man. It is one that he can-
not very well reply to. No weapons ought to
be used by one party in a duecl to which the
other is unaccustomed. If Tilton could only
borrow someé friend's pulpit for a few San-
days and ¥y back, there might be some
show of fairness in it, and the world be im-
proved. The prayers would be telegraphed
toall the New York and Boston papers, and
much would be done.

Having prayed for Tilton, Fulton pro-
ceeded to discourse upon him. He toll
about his journey to New York, related the
circumstances of his interview, and said that
the “‘wealthy and well-known merchant” was
only a showman after all. He had been an
exhibitor of sections of one of the great Cali-
fornia trees. Fulton's suggestion seems to
be that showmen are persons of doubiful

. credibility, and that a man who exhibited big

They were represented as the
beginning of ®a great reaction, and ona
thet made possible a Democratic majority in
the next House of Lepresentatives. Lator
information has played havoe with these in-
ventions, and now we have, instead of re-
joleing and hopeful prophecies, lugubrious
attempts to explain away the IRepnblican
victories.

fessed, the only consolation our opponents
are able todiscover being that, “*bad as things
are, they might have been worse.”

“There is no snch substantial Democratic
victory as wus expected,"—is the remark of
the 8t. Louis Republican, one of the most
influential Democratic dailies in the West,
But why defeat where victory was autici-
pated? The colored vote is the assigued
cause, Zhat went with the Repablicans, and
buffled calenlations on the other side.
coleulators ought to have koown belter,
for the Democratic policy has everywhere
made a political enemy of the colored man.
The St. Lounis journal, however, associntes
enfranchisement with disfranchisemoent as
twin ideas in the Hepublican mind, and as
twin sources of hope for future Republican

snceesses, - As a matter of faot, the
s'atement s ioadmissible. Enfrauchise-
nent i universal, and will oper-
ate alike in North and South. The

disfranchisement which exists is exceptional, |

is comparatively infinitesimal in exient, and
is iransient in its nature. The predominat-
ing sentiment in the party is favorable to
the earliest possible removal of the few dis-
abilities that remain. Whether this be
effected next session or by the Forty-sscond
Congress is, however, a question of no mo-
ment in conneclion with the elections of
last week. Ohio and Penusylvania may have
felt the eflfect of colored enfeanchisement,
but most assuredly the Democracy of {hose
States cannot adduce disfranchisement as a
pretext for the disasters that have overtaken
them.

The Louisville Courier-Journal assigns
other reasons for defeat. The ‘‘true soclu-
tion,” it tells us, is to be found “‘partly in
the momentum of the radical organization,

partly in the negro vote, which was cast |
